Andover police delivered the 
restraining order to Kartell Tuesday 
night at his Brady Loop home.

Vets push for naming ship in Street’s honor 


A WWII hero’s reward 


Captain George Street was con- 
sidered a rock during World War 
Il. Now Andover residents feel it’s 
time he became a ship, too. 

Street, 85, of Linda Road, was 
commander of the submarine USS 
Tirante during World War II, and 
during his career he garnered a 
treasure trove of distinguished 
medals, including the Medal of 
Honor. 

So, with the government 
designing a new class of land- 
attack destroyers, members of 
American Legion Post 8 Andover 
are putting on the pressure for the 
submarine skipper to have one of 
these ships named after him. 

The government names such 
ships after war heroes, and the 
Post feels Street is a natural for the 
honor because of his lifetime of 
service to the country and town. 
Last year, a late friend of Street’s 
and a Phillips Academy graduate, 
Rear Admiral Richard H. O’Kane 
had a ship named in his honor, 
and that gave the Post the idea, 
says post adjutant Leo Doherty. 

Post 8 plans to get every state 
and local politician representing 
Andover to throw their political 
weight behind the effort, he says. 
But the members started their 
efforts in secret, not letting Street 
know until after selectmen 


approved a proclamation in his ° 


honor Monday, Feb. 23. 

“T just found out about it late 
this afternoon,” said Street the fol- 
lowing day. “I’m honored, but I 
wouldn’t have the nerve to do it 
myself.” 

But Street certainly showed 
plenty of nerve while fighting the 
Japanese. 

“The guy had a _ brilliant 
career,’ says Doherty. “For any- 
one to get the Medal of Honor and 
the Navy Cross is just mind blow- 
ing. And the whole incident of how 
he got the Medal of Honor, taking 
a submarine into enemy waters is 
amazing.” 

Street’s actions aboard the 
Tirante were showcased in one 
episode of the 1950s television film 
series Silent Service, called Tirante 
Plays a Hunch. 

The hunch Street played was to 
go into an enemy harbor to sink 
ships he believed were anchored 
there. Street did this after sinking 
several other ships during a battle 
that bounced his sub off the bot- 
tom of the ocean. 

“We had been out there for 
practically the entire war, since 
basically Pearl Harbor, so I had a 
lot of experience,” says Street. 
“They used to say you better get 
off after five patrols because you 
might not make a sixth.”

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He says it was his experience that 
made him feel confident in entering the 
harbor. 

“Tt’s stupid to go into a harbor. You 
can run aground or run into a mine. 
The ships that have come along and 
run into mines were gone in 15 or 20 
seconds,” says Street. “But we felt if the 
big ships could get in, then we could 
too.” 

Street’s hunch was to stay on the 
surface just as the Japanese ships did as 
he went into the harbor, and it worked 

dramatically. 

According to a description of the 
event produced for a 1989 Memorial 
Day program, Tirante made its way 
into the inner harbor with gun crews 
prepared for attacks and sunk a 10,000 
ton tanker. 

“In the light of the burning tanker, 
two new Mikura-class frigates spotted 
Tirante and started in for the kill. 
Quickly bringing his submarine to bear 
on the leading frigate, the commanding 
officer tenaciously fired two ‘do or die’ 
torpedoes at this vessel, which was 
endeavoring to block his escape, and 
then swung his ship and fired his last 
torpedo at the other frigate,” says the

“With all torpedoes expended, the 
commanding officer headed his ship 
out of the confined harbor at full speed 
just as the torpedoes hit the first frigate 
and blew it sky-high. Seconds later the 
sister ship was hit.” 

But despite such war heroics, fans 
such as Doherty say Street’s service 
outside of the military has impressed 
him just as much as his service on and 
below the water. 

“He is absolutely great talking to 
kids. Everyone else is in awe of him but 
kids aren’t. They'll ask ‘stupid’ ques- 
tions and he loves that,” says Doherty. 

The feeling seems to be mutual dur- 
ing Street’s visits to schools. 

“I was impressed that they receive 
me so well. I always have a question 
period because that’s where I have fun 
and that’s where I can learn from 
them,” says Street, of a recent visit.

The paring of lawyer’s fees was the 
only cut made by selectmen Monday, 
during their first night of budget review 
for fiscal year 2000. 

The board eliminated $25,000 from a 
proposed $325,000 allotment for hiring 
lawyers. 

Selectmen say that prior to fiscal 
year 1997, Andover spent about $250,000 
annually on lawyers. They spent 
$247,379 during fiscal year 1996.

However, since FY ’96, the town has 
included another $75,000 per year to pay 
for the lawyer or lawyers handling law 
suits concerning the Andover High 
School construction project, they say. 

The Andover High project was mil- 
lions of dollars over budget and months 
behind schedule. 

Contractor Stone-Congress sued both 
the town and its architect, Earl Flans- 
burgh + Associates in 1995. An out-of- 
court settlement was signed June 26, 
1998, and when an announcement of the 
settlement was made, most residents

assumed the troubled project was final- 
ly finished. 

However, selectmen have since indi- 
cated Flansburgh is considering further 
action against Andover because it 
became public that the architect paid 
the contractor $800,000. The architect 
also paid a settlement to the town, while 
the contractor did not, seemingly excus- 
ing the contractor from significant 
blame for the substantial problems on 
the job. 

The town and the architect are still 
in mediation.

Despite these ongoing proceedings, however, 
selectmen say it’s time to lower the amount set 
aside for lawyers. 

“Lawyers without restraint could be an inter- 
esting situation,” says Larsen. “Let’s reduce it to 
at least $300,000, as at least a token trimming.” 

Andover spent $337,209 on lawyers in fiscal 
year 1997, $385,700 in 1998, and is estimating it 
will pay another $325,000 during FY ’99. 

But how much the town will actually spend 
during this year, FY 99, is unknown. 

In last year’s budget, Town Manager Buzz 
Stapczynski estimated the town would pay 
lawyers $325,000 in 1998, but by the end of that fis- 
cal year Andover had spent $60,700 more than 
that. 

Larsen says the town should spell out how 
much cash is going to each lawyer it hires. 

“We're going to have to put our legal services 
under pretty close scrutiny,” he says. 

The expenses for town counsel were just one 
of several budget items, totaling $2.2 million, 
reviewed by selectmen Monday.

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Sweeney Court 
to stay that 
way, for now

The new resident who wants his private road 
renamed after him withdrew his request Monday, 
after selectmen decided to immediately vote on the 
idea. 

Last week, Jay Steinmetz, of Sweeney Court, 
said he had improved his property so much that 
he should be allowed to rename the small. private 
way “Steinmetz Court.” (“Town asked to change 
street name,” Townsman, Feb. 25.) 

However, he faced opposition from a neighbor, 
another resident who questions if he is setting a 
new precedent for vanity, and a member of the 
Sweeney family who was born ina Sweeney Court 
home. 

Selectmen were expected to make a decision 
this Monday but now will not vote on the name 
change — at least, not at this time. 

That’s because, after the board denied a request 
to delay a vote Monday, Steinmetz’s lawyer, Peter 
Caruso, asked to withdraw the request without 
prejudice. Selectmen allowed him to do so. 

Steinmetz says he was surprised he faced any 
opposition last week when he brought the request 
before selectmen for the first time. 

He had already made up a street sign with his 
name on it, he says. In fact, he says, Public Works 
Director Bob McQuade had given him the name of 
a sign company to hire to produce the sign, and 
told him to tell them to make it green, to conform 
to Andover code. 

The move toward renaming Sweeney Court 
began in July, the same month he moved to 
Andover, says Steinmetz. He says he talked to sev- 
eral town departments and believed the name 
change would occur without incident. 

“Everyone was notified of the change, and no 
one had a problem with it,” says Steinmetz. “They 
basically told me, ‘That’s your road, do whatever 
you want to do up there.” 

Steinmetz says he asked the town if it would 
pave his street, and was told the town did not have 
interest in doing so. He says he plans to pave the 
road himself, and has already made other 
improvements to the property. 

“The only people using the road are the people 
in my family and my guests,” says Steinmetz. 

“Tf it’s not an Andover road, then who’s road is 
it?” he asks. “I’m not asking to change Chestnut 
Street or North Main Street. This is a very unique 
situation. This isn’t something that happens 
every day.” 

But Selectman Larry Larsen said at Monday’s 
meeting that he’s against the idea of a name 
change, noting that Andover has several dozen 
private ways besides Sweeney Court. Andover 
residents of private ways are responsible for plow- 
ing, maintaining and paving their roads as they 
see fit. 

Selectman Lori Becker had already voiced her 
opposition to the name change because the street 


_ has been known as Sweeney Court for so long. 


Only Selectman John Hess voiced willingness 
to consider the change, saying he didn’t want 
selectmen “over regulating somebody’s personal 
property.” 

Steinmetz says he doesn’t understand the oppo- 
sition to renaming the road, because Sweeney 
Court is essentially a driveway to his house and is 
not needed by other town residents. 

“Mr. Sweeney is a guy who came along long 
ago and built two houses and hung his name on a 
post,” says Steinmetz. “That’s the same thing that

Budgets, by 
the numbers 


It's that fiscal time of year. Not just 
because the “no payments until March” 
deal on your Christmas gifts are coming 
due. Also because ‘tis the season to decide 
how much the town should spend to main- 
tain the kind of services that preserve the 
“quality of life’ in town that everyone 
expects. 

For some reason, every year it takes 
more money to do that. But by now, we’re 
all so used to it that we'd probably collapse 
in collective shock if “maintain” meant 
spending the same amount, or perhaps just 
paralleling the rate of inflation. 

What’s more interesting this year is the 
debate over just how much more it will, or 
should, cost. 

The Board of Selectmen has already 
choked on a proposed 9.3-percent increase, 
suggesting that at about 300 percent of the 
rate of inflation, might be a bit extreme, 
given that education needs will surely 
jump even more when two new schools 
come on line. 

But in response to that, the teachers’ 
union president has declared that a 9.3 per- 
cent increase will just maintain a status 
quo that is “woefully inadequate.” 

It is time, Tom Meyers says, for the town 
to “step up to the plate,” if it wants to com- 
pare itself to other “upper echelon” sys- 
tems. 

Exactly what does “step up to the plate” 
mean? Meyers says Andover spends $6,080 
per pupil, while Lexington, Weston and 
Wellesley spend $7,685, $9,906 and $7,555 
respectively. 

Using those numbers, for Andover resi- 
dents to step up to that type of plate would 
mean an increase ranging from 25 to 4 


percent in the school budget. Spending on | 


schools would jump from $83.5 million this 
year to somewhere between $42 million 
and $55 million next year. 

Can the town afford that? And more to 
the point: Does every “upper-echelon” 
school system spend that much? Should we 
only compare ourselves to those who 
spend the most? 

Then again, there are those who agree 
completely with Meyers — that the schools 
have been chronically under-funded for 
years. That, they say, was part of the rea- 
son for the effort to launch a charter school 
in town. 

Whatever the final number, Meyers 
should be commended for being up front 
about what the union really wants. 

And perhaps this will prod both school 
and town officials into a discussion about 
what per-pupil expenditures really mean, 
and whether the town can afford what 
many in town view as an adequate educa- 
tion.

Get info on sewers, 
before it’s too late 


Editor, Townsman: 

Andover’s sewer rate payers should 
be paying more attention to all of the 
sewer expansion projects on the warrant 
for this year’s annual Town Meeting. 

Many people who currently have 
sewer service assume that they will not 
be paying anything for these expansion 
projects. This assumption, based on 
town officials’ statements that assessed 
betterments will pay for the projects, is 
not correct. Town officials have actually 
stated that betterments are to cover only 
two-thirds, and the sewer rate payers are 
to pay the remaining one-third of the 
costs, whatever those costs turn out to 
be. 

How much money are we talking 
about? The large sewer expansion pro- 
jects in South Andover.and in the head- 
waters area of Rogers Brook are on the 
warrant for $26.8 million. One-third of 
this amount is roughly $9 million plus 
interest, distributed over the 4,000 or so 
households on sewer, or an average 
charge of $2,250 plus interest per house- 
hold, payable over the life of the sewer 
bonds. 

Sewer rate payers won’t get any new 
service for this charge. Nor will they get 
any repairs of their sewer lines, which 
in some cases are more than 100 years 
old and in deteriorating condition. How- 
ever, they may get an increased frequen- 
cy of sewage overflows along the Shaw- 
sheen River, due to the additional flow 
volume in the same sewer trunk lines. 

The average charge per household 
does not tell the whole story, though. 
Since sewer rates are use charges, they 
tend to result in sewer bills much larger 
for a family with one wage-earner and a 
spouse and small kids at home than they 
are for a single person or a couple, both 
working outside the home, with no chil- 
dren at home. The sewer rate payers’ 
contribution to these sewer expansion 
projects wiil consequently be paid dis- 
proportionately by those families with 
kids who chose houses in areas (includ- 
ing the older, more affordable areas) of 
town already on sewer. The percent 
increase in sewer rates due to the new 
sewer projects provides a better estimate 
of the impact on each household. Using 
the stated cost of $26.8 million, the 
town’s latest CIP indicates that these 
projects alone will contribute more than 
a 25 percent increase to the sewer rates 
over the next four years. 

Personally, I think that these projects 
will lead to sewer rate increases of more 
than 25 percent. The quoted cost, $26.8 
million, is an estimate based on a 10-per- 
cent- design. With the way the articles 
are phrased on the warrant, they com- 
mit us, but do not limit the end costs. 
Recall that the sewer construction 
authorization for Pilgrim Drive and the 
Pioneer Circles in 199% was originally 
for $145,000, but the following year the 
final cost estimate was $190,000. The cost

(A 1959 bylaw 
states that two-thirds of new sewer con- 
struction projects are to be paid through 
betterments, and one- third is to be paid 
by the town — not by the fraction of the 
town that currently has sewer service, 
but by the town.) 

Perhaps it is because sewer fees are 
supposed to be fees for services rendered 
and are thus not considered to be taxes. 
Town officials can therefore claim that 
they are not raising taxes even as they

Not everybody itemizes deductions, but 
the majority of homeowners with mort- 
gages do. By financing the project 
through sewer rates rather than through 
taxes, town officials are throwing away 
the possibility of this deduction, further 
adding to the net costs of the sewer rate 
payers who will be taxed to finance these 
projects. 

This question of sewer rate versus tax 
rate leads me to one more issue. There is 
another sewer project on the warrant, 
this time in West Andover. For this year, 
it is only for $250,000 for engineering and 
design services. Construction costs will 
come later. The point is that this project 
is associated with the new schools pro- 


posed for the Cross Street site. By pro- 
viding sewer service to the homes on the 
streets named in the warrant article, 
much of the cost of a sewer for the 
schools will be paid for by betterments 
and by the sewer rate payers. 

Now it is not just a local bylaw, but 
long-standing policy nationwide that 
everybody pays for all costs and all ser- 
vices for public schools. Taxpayers with 
no children in the schools nevertheless 
pay taxes for schools. Should some of 
Andover’s citizens not have to pay for 
sewer service for the new schools 
because they do not have sewer service 
themselves? Should sewer rate payers 
alone have to contribute to a sewer for 
the new schools? Only by paying atten- 
tion and demanding answers will sewer 
rate payers get these questions 
answered. 

This last statement says it all. Per- 
haps all of these sewer projects have 
great merit. But the question of how 
much of the financial burden the sewer 
rate payers should bear is a legitimate 
question. Only by paying attention and 
demanding answers will rate payers get 
these questions answered. They should 
call their selectmen and let them know 
that they are concerned. 

In addition, there are meetings at 
which the public can ask questions. On 
Wednesday, March 10, the Finance Com- 
mittee will be reviewing the sewer arti- 
cles on the Warrant. At later dates the 
Board of Selectmen will be reviewing 
the sewer articles. 

If there is only one meeting that a 
sewer rate payer can attend, however, it 
should be Town Meeting. The handwrit- 
ing on the wall is very clear. Many pro- 
ponents of these projects will be only too 
happy to vote at Town Meeting to place 
as many of the costs as possible on the 
rate payers. If rate payers do not get to 
Town Meeting, they are going to pay a 
large part of the bill for these projects.

throughout the Northeast about children 
who, temporarily or permanently, are unable 
to live with their birth families and are 
placed in the custody of the state. 

In my conversations with people, particu- 
larly over the past month or so, questions 
continue to emerge about the foster care sys- 
tem This letter is an effort to provide clarifi- 
cation. 

When children are removed from their 
birth families and placed into state care, they 
enter a Department of Social Services foster 
home (or, if possible, a “kinship” placement, 
i.e. the home of an approved relative). In 
some instances, the behavioral and emotional 
challenges the child exhibits in her/his foster 
care placement are such that consideration is 
given to placing the child, for a period of 
time, in a “specialized” home. DSS contracts 
with private agencies for the administration 
and oversight of specialized homes. 

Should the child not be able to return to 
the birth family, the child’s DSS social work- 
ers will work to identify a permanent, adop- 
tive “growing-up” home for him/her. The 
recruitment of a permanent home may be 
done directly by DSS or, again, a referral may 
be made to a contracted agency to provide 
these services. 

It is estimated that 20 children enter the 
foster care system statewide every day, join- 
ing the 12,000 others already in state care. 
Eventually it is likely that five of these chil- 
dren will need adoptive homes; but initially 
they will each be placed in a foster home. 

This letter, of course, presents an oversim- 
plification of a process that is certainly not 
simple. The Department of Social Services 
continues to seek opportunities to raise 
awareness of the needs of children in state 
care.

Be open-minded on 
affordable housing

Semester-based 


schedule chosen 


for high school

Andover High School is headed back to 
a semester-based schedule for next year, 
but the free time that riddled last year’s 
schedule won’t be a problem, says Princi- 


pal Larry Robinson. 


This year, the high school is operating 
on an alternating-day schedule, where stu- 
dents take classes all year, every other day. 

Next year, most classes will be offered 
every day for a semester, and some classes 
will be offered every other day all year, 


Robinson says. 


His decision was based on a survey of 


faculty, students and parents he says. 
“Survey results delivered a clear mes- 

sage from faculty and students, and a more 

mixed message from parents,” Robinson 


says. 


“There is a good reason for both sched- 
ules to exist,” he says, but he chose the 
semesterized schedule for several reasons.

AHS students get a piece of the Peace Corps

A few Andover High 
School students walked 
into something of an island 
retreat Tuesday when they 
walked into Bill Kolbe’s 
class. 

Instead of his regular 
world language class, 
Kolbe honored National 
Peace Corps Day by pre- 
senting the culture of 
Tonga, a country in the 
Pacific Islands near Fiji, 
between Australia and 
North America. 

Kolbe, a former Peace 
Corps volunteer, taught 
English, math and science 
to students in Tonga from 
1973 to 1975. He later volun- 
teered in El Salvador until 
1979. 

While many Peace Corps 
volunteers stayed on the 
main island of Tonga, 
Kolbe was looking for 
something a bit more 
remote. 

“I wanted to go island. I 
wanted to go native,” he 
says. He taught for two 
years on the northernmost 
island of Tonga, which has 


since developed a booming 
vanilla industry, and as a 
result, has become more 
industrialized. 

When he visited, the 
island was a Pacific haven 
where lives were never 
ruled by the clock, and fam- 
ily, friends and leisure 
were the priority. 

“There was no poverty, 
but no wealth either,” he 
says, describing the Ton- 
gans as an unmaterialistic 
people more likely to share 
than to horde. 

Any fruit tree within six 
feet of a road is considered 
public property, he says. 

“If you can throw a stick 
or climb the tree to reach 
the coconut or the mango, 
it’s yours,” he says. 

Families would even 
give children away to other 
families who couldn’t have 
any, Kolbe says. 

While the country has 
changed, some more 
remote parts may be as 
pristine as the day they 
were discovered by explor- 
ers in the 1700s. 

One Tongan island was 
the site of Mutiny on the 


Bounty, where Capt. Bly of 
the Royal Navy was over- 
thrown in 1789. 

The nature of Peace 
Corps volunteerism is 
changing as the world is 
changing, Kolbe _ says. 
When Kolbe volunteered, 
the Peace Corps was seek- 
ing graduates fresh out of 
college. Planning to enter a 
career in medical technolo- 
gy, Kolbe says he was 
afraid of what the future 
would hold, and _ was 
enticed by the prospect of 
taking a year off to volun- 
teer. 

The experience has left 
him more open to other 
cultures, including his 
own, and more apprecia- 
tive of the luxuries of mod- 
ern American life, he says. 

His presentation includ- 
ed handmade Tongan mate- 
rials such as a thin rope 
woven from coconut fibers, 
a ta’o vala, the woven skirt 
worn by all Tongans, espe- 
cially at formal occasions, 
and tapa cloth, made from 
the flattened bark of a mul- 
berry tree. 

He also played a record- 


ing of traditional Tongan 
music, which includes the 
native nose flute, played by 
blowing through one’s 
nose, and elaborate vocal 
arrangements in melodies 
often associated with Poly- 
nesian music. 

While Tonga is socially 
a matriarchal society, 
where families trace their 
blood lines through the 
women of the family, they 
are ruled by a parliament 
and a king, who must be 
addressed in his very own 
language. 

But the best example of 
how the people of Tonga 
live is illustrated by one 
story, Kolbe says. 

A small group of Tongan 
fisherman were _ ship- 
wrecked on a coral reef, 
and for six months sur- 
vived by living off the land 
and the sea. They eventual- 
ly built a new boat and 
sailed home, bearded and a 
bit thin, “but they sur- 
vived,” Kolbe says. 

“Tt’s an inherent Tongan 
ingenuity, to know how to 
use natural resources,” he 
says. 
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After-school programs: 
Lots of ideas, not much $$ 


School leaders aiming to create and coordi- 
nate after-school activities for middle school 
students have found they 
have lots of ideas, but little 
funding so far. 

A group of school offi- 
cials and community lead- 
ers who formed the After 
School Program Committee 
are considering asking the 
town to hire a coordinator 
of after-school activities. 
“One of the hardest things 
about this is trying to see 
exactly what’s going on,” 
says Tim McCarron, School 
Committee member who 
serves on the after-school committee. 

After-school programs are offered through 
Doherty Middle School, West Middle School. 
Andover Youth Services, the town’s Depart- 
ment of Community Services and the YMCA. 
The SHED program, a private, non-profit com- 
pany that offers a comprehensive program for 
students up to sixth grade, offers some activi- 
ties for older students. 

McCarron says the programs in place have 
been successful, but the town could use more 
programs, specifically for the middle-school age

bracket, he says. 

Health Education Coordinator David 

Nichols says well-coordinat- 
ed after school programs 
helps keep students 
involved and connected to 
their community, and 
therefore less at risk of get- 
ting into trouble. 
“Tf they get cut from a team, 
it doesn’t serve a purpose, 
as far as education goes. My 
interest is to reduce the 
risky behavior, and to have 
kids feel like there is a con- 
nection there outside them- 
selves,” he says. 

Superintendent of Schools Dr. Claudia Bach 
Says some teachers now receive modest 
stipends for running after-school programs, but 
finding any money in a budget where half of the 
legitimate staffing requests were denied would 
be quite a challenge, she says. 

She praised Nichols’ vision for the program, 
and added that he would make a great coordi- 
nator of the program. 

“Unfortunately, he already has a job,” she 
Says.

Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski is 
currently recommending a $91.4 mil- 
lion budget, an increase of 6 percent 
over last year. The school department 
is seeking an increase of more than 9 
percent. 

But what would candidates cut from 
the proposed $91 million budget? 

French says she can’t target any- 
thing for cutting at this time, but 
favors the continuation of existing 
budgetary meetings between select- 
men and the school and finance com- 
mittees. 

“It seems to me getting together and 
working at it is exactly what we need 
to be doing,” she says.

Downs remains opposed to Town 
Meeting articles that seek large 
amounts of money for general purpos- 
es such as “town projects.” 

For a few years, Downs has been 
asking town workers to specifically list 
what projects will be funded and how 
much each will cost. 

He believes individually listing the 
items or having separate votes at Town 
Meeting will let voters weed out 
unneeded or unwanted projects.

Lane says he was aware his associate was having 
marriage difficulties but didn’t think it was “impacting 
him to the point where he couldn’t function.” 

“T hadn’t seem him for maybe two weeks or three 
weeks before,” says Lane. “But up to that time, certain- 
ly he seemed to have it together.” 

Kartell was arraigned in Holy Family’s cardiac unit 
last Wednesday, Feb. 24, after the Townsman went to 
press.

Although the prosecutor, Assistant DA Fred 
McAlary, has said, “Apparently (Kartell) carried the 
handgun at all times,” hospital officials say, as far as 
they know, Kartell had never carried a gun around the 
hospital corridors before, because it was against policy. 

“T don’t think anyone ever saw him with a gun in 
here before. I have asked countless people,” says Lane. 

“No one’s ever said they’ve seem him do that,” says 
Jan Nargi, hospital public relations director. “This was 
a tremendous shock to people.” 

Kartell has been registered to carry weapons for 
years, and renewed his permit in 1994, say Andover 
police. Armed with a search warrant, Methuen police 
found a number of weapons and .38 caliber bullets 
inside Kartell’s Andover home shortly after the shoot- 
ing. 

In 1980, he reportedly held a burglar at gunpoint 
until the police could arrive. Because the event hap- 
pened 19 years ago, Andover police have destroyed 
their records of the incident, says Lt. Richard Enos. 


Andover police issued a restraining order to Kartell, 
59, Tuesday night, ordering him to stay away from his 
Brady Loop home and Suite 202 in Building 2 of Doc- 
tor’s Park. (See related story, page 1.) 

Vajda, 56, was buried in Lawrence Friday, Feb. 26, 
with family members, friends and Suzan Kamm report- 
edly attending a brief service, where Temple Emanuel 
Rabbi Robert Goldstein and Rabbi Asher Bronstein of 
Chabad Lubavitch of Merrimack Valley officiated. 

Rabbi Goldstein called Vajda “intelligent ... smart, 
innovative (and) ... scholarly,” and an “accomplished 
athlete; a world-class swimmer who remained modest 
about his many achievements in the sport.” 

He exhorted those present to “never allow the cir- 
cumstances of Janos’ death to dishonor or diminish in 
any way the sacred realities of his life.” 

Vajda was allegedly shot with a .38-caliber handgun 
that hospital workers say Kartell never should have 
brought into the hospital. 

Hospital policy bars even a staff member and former 
president of the medical staff such as Kartell from 
bringing a weapon into the building. 

Lane says if anyone had noticed Kartell had a 
weapon, security would have confronted him and 
made him either turn the weapon over or leave the 
property. Violation of the hospital policy is grounds for 
suspension.

Dressed in hospital garb and 
beige socks, Kartell sat quietly in 
a wheelchair, hooked up to an IV 
unit during the arraignment.

“It goes without saying who 
struck the first blows in this case 
simply by looking at Dr. Kartell’s 
face,” said DiAdamo. Arguing

under focused consideration,”

increased under comprehensive permit leg- 
islation later enacted. 

Affordable housing is a regional issue, 
Colyer says, and often resurfaces as the 
“topic du jour,” but no simple answers have 
yet been found. 

“There are a lot of people with a lot of 
good intentions to fight the situation, and 
there’s not a lot you can do to change it. It 
(affordable housing development) has to 
come about in a meaningful way. You can’t 
just throw it out there,” Colyer says. 

Affordable housing is managed across the 
State by individual town and city housing 
authorities (which operate independently of 
the towns with which they are associated) 
and various non-profit agencies. 

The idea proposed by the Lawrence Hous- 
ing Authority, to buy land in the suburbs 
and build affordable housing, is not new or 
unusual says Andover Housing Authority 
Executive Director Christine Metzemaekers. 

The Andover Housing Authority runs 218 
units of housing for elderly or disabled resi- 
dents, 56 family units, 10 alternative housing 
vouchers, 126 federal Section 8 vouchers and 
certificates and seven state subsidized Sec- 
tion 8 vouchers (Massachusetts Rental Assis- 
tance Vouchers), Metzemaekers says. 

Affordable housing is also available in 
Andover through other agencies in units at 
Riverview Commons and Brookside Estates, 
and Andover Commons in the former rubber 
plant next to Wild Harvest.

ny, says Andover Commons is home to 167 
elderly and disabled residents who qualify 
for federal affordable housing subsidies. 
They must make less than $19,850 a year, and 
pay 30 percent of their income toward rent, 
he says. 

While Lawrence accused Andover of 
sending it’s Section 8 voucher holders into 
the city, Metzemaekers says a look at the big 
picture shows that all is fair. 

While eight people on Section 8 vouchers 
from Andover live in Lawrence, eight people 
holding Section 8 vouchers from Lawrence 
live in Andover, Metzemaekers says. 

“It’s a wash,” she says. 

But O’Neill says he is still concerned that 
inner cities bear too much of the burden for 
providing affordable housing. 

“Our big concern is that Lawrence does- 
n't become the housing program for the sub- 
urbs,” he says. 

He later added that “Andover wasn't real- 
ly the major issue,” but complained that the 
North Andover Housing Authority sends 
residents with Section 8 vouchers to 
Lawrence, but withholds 100 percent of the 
subsidy, 80 percent of which is supposed to 
go to the housing authority where the resi- 
dent lives. 

The North Andover Housing Authority 
did not return calls seeking comment. 

The subsidies are based on a formula, 
O'Neill says, but average about $480 per cer- 
tificate for a two-bedroom apartment. 

A person who is issued a Section 8 certifi- 
cate can live anywhere in the country run by 
the appropriate agency. The Andover Hous- 
ing Authority is managing certificates for 
residents in Florida, Boston, Brookline, 
Lynn, New Hampshire and Los Angeles.

other communities, including Lawrence. 

“It’s reciprocity, and that’s what's intend- 
ed,” she says. 

O’Neill also takes issue with non-profits 
managing affordable housing. He says the 
subsidies that go to non-profits managing 
affordable housing could be going to a local 
housing authority, which would more direct- 
ly benefit the community. 

Housing Authorities are not part of city 
or town government. 

Carol Robb, an Andover resident, is the 
program manager for the leased housing 
program run by Community Teamwork, 
Inc. (CTI) of Lowell, which runs several 
types of social service programs, including 
affordable housing. Their housing program 
is spread through 42 cities and towns in 
Massachusetts, but most of their units are in 
Lowell and Lawrence, where they have 
more than 500 and 285 respectively. They 
also manage 60 apartments in the Merri- 
mack Valley Apartments in Methuen, Robb 
Says. 

One reason many of their units are in 
cities rather than suburbs is that many resi- 
dents who receive housing assistance need 
public transportation. 

“The suburbs are not always easily acces- 
sible,” she says. 

She also cited the tendency of people to 
choose to live in areas where they can assim- 
ilate culturally, like the Hispanic neighbor- 
hoods in Lawrence or the Asian neighbor- 
hoods in Lowell. 

“A lot of it is just that people are going 
where they can get what they need. It’s not 
that people are trying to pawn off their prob- 
lems,” she says. 

Compared to suburbs across the state, 
Andover has a relatively high percentage of 
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SUSAN SELLS Real Estate Team 
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subsidized housing at 9.3 percent, according 
to information from the Department of Hous- 
ing and Community Development (DHCD). 

In Lawrence, more than 14 percent of 
housing is subsidized, and Lowell hosts near- 
ly 13 percent. 

While the DHCD encourages towns and 
Cities to dedicate 10 percent of its housing 
stock to affordable housing programs, many 
smaller suburbs in the state show less than 5 
percent of housing categorized as affordable, 
according to the DHCD. 

Susan Stott, president of Andover Com- 
munity Trust, has been working with resi- 
dents to develop a subsidized housing pro- 
gram to encourage home ownership. 

So far, their greatest obstacle has been the 
price of land in Andover, but she agrees that 
Lawrence shouldn’t bear all the burden. 

“We feel very strongly that the City of 
Lawrence shouldn’t be expected to provide 
more than its fair share of affordable hous- 
ing in the area. We feel Andover should be 
doing more,” she says. 

But buildable lots in Andover are usually 
priced at more than $100,000. 

She hopes the debate will bring the afford- 
able housing issue to the top of people’s pri- 
ority lists. 

“If we don’t protect affordable housing, 
it’s not going to exist. It doesn’t matter who 
does it. It just matters that it gets done,” she 
says. 

The ACT has not yet taken a formal posi- 
tion on Lawrence’s proposal to build outside 
of Lawrence. 

O’Neill says he has not speculated on any 
specific sites in Andover. 

Colyer says he has not spoken directly 
with anyone from Lawrence about the pro- 
posal. 
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OPPORTUNITY CONNP LE MONE HET

About 25 local merchants, residents 
and town officials debated the merits of a 
proposed first-floor retail overlay bylaw 
for downtown Andover at a forum Tues- 
day night hosted by the Planning Board at 
Memorial Hall Library. 

Other than the need for sidewalk 
repair, people had differing views about 
what would improve downtown. 

The proposed first-floor retail bylaw, 
presented by the Downtown Andover 
Neighborhood Association (DANA), 
would require any new businesses coming 
into a building in the downtown business 
district only put retail or consumer-orient- 
ed business on the first floor, and restrict 
non-consumer office space to the second 
floor or above. 

Landlords say they would rather let the 
market, not legislation, control the mix of 
businesses downtown. 

Merchant Enzo Fossella, owner of the 
high-end menswear and tailor shop Enzo’s 
of Andover, rents space in the Musgrove 
Building. He said the mix of businesses 
downtown is crucial to the economic life 
of the business district and of the town. 

Fossella asked Planning Board mem- 
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bers to “wake up” and look to the future of 
downtown. 

“This is not yesterday, people. We are 
not doing anything differently than we did 
10 years ago,” Fossella said, and encour- 
aged town officials, merchants, landlords 
and residents to work as a team to revital- 
ize downtown. 

“Downtown does not belong to the mer- 
chants. It belongs to the people of 
Andover,” he said. 

His vision for the downtown Andover 
of the future includes new lighting and a 
more “friendly” atmosphere that would 
inspire shoppers to wander downtown in 
the evening, a one-screen movie theater 
and restaurants. 

Dennis Ryan of DANA, said that what- 
ever vision is chosen, it’s important for 
townspeople to decide on what they want 
the downtown to be. 

He cited the proposed bylaw as a way 
residents could finally take control of the 
destiny of downtown. 

“We need to pick a spot, put a stake in 
the ground, and say ‘this is retail,” Ryan 
said. 

Merchants and residents praised land- 
lord and president of the Andover Bank 
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Merchants, officials have mixed views on downtown 


Gerald Mulligan for holding out for retail 
space when his once-empty building was 
considered by offices. When he sought 
retail establishments like The Gap and 
Talbots clothing stores, he found that they 
needed more space than downtown 
Andover had to offer, but paying for it was 
not their problem. “The kind of tenants 
you want don’t worry about rent,” he said. 

Landlord Jim White who owns the 
Musgrove building in Elm Square, said he 
doesn’t support the first-floor retail bylaw 
because he believes the market should 
control such things. 

He warned planners not to assume that 
just because a building is in a business 
district, that it is suited for retail space, 
even on the first floor. 

White cited a jewelry store that failed 
to thrive in the Musgrove Building, but 
has done will since moving across the 
street. It was replaced in the Musgrove by 
an office. 

“Individual buildings should be consid- 
ered,” he said. 

Some speakers asked the board to con- 
sider expanding the business district to 
allow services, such as insurance compa- 
nies, to move into buildings just outside

the main street so that retail businesses 
could occupy Main Street, and services 
could be very close by. 

Steve Stapinski, head of Merrimack 
Engineering of Andover, is a renter and a 
landlord in Andover, and serves on the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

“The expansion of the downtown into 
the residential area really needs to be con- 
sidered, not for five years from now, but 
for 20 years from now,” Stapinski said. 

He lauded Andover planners of 20 
years ago for creating the industrial zone 
in West Andover that is now home to 
many large companies. 

“The took the view that someday, they 
would come,” Stapinski said. 

The group also discussed the possibili- 
ty of replacing the lighting downtown 
with fixtures similar to the type used at 
Phillips Academy. Lighting is one ele- 
ment considered as part of the Main 
Street Improvement Plan scheduled to be 
discussed in the near future, said Town 
Manager Buzz Stapcyznski. 

Planning Board Chairman Michael 
Miller says there will be more forums on 
the downtown, with the goal of developing 
a comprehensive plan to improve it.

diluted), for the year. 

The increase in fourth-quarter net income 
over 1997 was due to a 9.5-percent increase in 
net interest income and lower loan loss provi- 
sion and operating expenses, partially offset by 
a decline in mortgage banking income. 

The company also announced that its board 
of directors voted to increase the cash dividend 
17 percent, to 21 cents per share. The dividend is 
payable Feb. 16, to stockholders of record on 
Feb. 1. 

Gerald T. Mulligan, president and chief 
executive officer, said, “1998 proved to be a chal- 
lenging but rewarding year for the company. A 
declining interest-rate environment, coupled 
with a flattening of the yield curve, produced 
increased loan originations, high levels of pre- 
payments of loans and mortgage investments, 
and a decrease in net interest margin for the 
year. Despite the challenges in managing these 
volatile events, we were able to produce record 
results.” 

The company recorded a provision for loan 
losses of $100,000 during the quarter ended Dec. 
31, 1998, and a credit of $1.7 million for the year 
then ended, versus provisions of $300,000 in the 
comparable quarter of 1997 and $983,000 for the 
full year. The reduction in the level of provi- 
Sions in 1998 was due to improved credit quali- 
ty. 

During the fourth quarter of 1998, the compa- 
ny continued to experience high levels of loan 
and mortgage investment prepayments related 
to the decline in mortgage interest rates. The 
high level of repayments on loans the company 
Services for investors, coupled with expectations 
that high prepayments will continue, led the 
company to recognize a decline in the estimated 
fair value of servicing rights of $425,000 during 
the fourth quarter of 1998, and $1.5 million for 
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the year ended Dec. 31. This decline in estimated 
fair value is reflected as a reduction in mortgage 
banking income. 
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Andover Bancorp, Inc. also announced that 
on Jan. 21 its board of directors adopted a, share- 
holder rights plan. According to Mulligan, “The 
plan is designed to enhance the board’s ability to 
protect shareholder interests and to ensure that 
shareholders receive fair treatment in the event 
any coercive takeover attempt of Andover Ban- 
corp is made in the future. The plan is intended 
to provide the board with sufficient time to con- 
sider any and all alternatives to such an action. 

“The plan was not adopted in response to any 
takeover attempt and the company is not aware 
of any such attempt. The plan was adopted as a 
replacement of an existing plan that is due to 
expire on Feb. 16, 1999,” he said. 

In connection with adoption of the Sharehold- 
er Rights Plan, the board of directors declared a 
dividend distribution of one preferred stock pur- 
chase right for each outstanding share of com- 
mon stock to stockholders of record as of the 
close of business on Feb. 16. Initially, these 
rights will not be exercisable, and will trade with 
the shares of Andover Bancorp’s common stock. 

Under the plan, the rights generally become 
exercisable if a person becomes an “acquiring 
person” by acquiring 15 percent or more of the 
common stock of Andover Bancorp, if a person 
who owns 10 percent or more of the common 
stock of Andover Bancorp is determined to be an 
“adverse person” by the board of directors, or if 
a person commences a tender offer that would 
result in that person owning 15 percent or more 
of the common stock of Andover Bancorp. 

In the event that a person becomes an “acquir- 
ing person” or is declared an “adverse person” 
by the board, each holder of a right (other than 
the acquiring person or 
the adverse person) 
would be entitled to 
acquire such number of 
shares of preferred

c. Lot frontage: The minimum frontage of any lot shall not be less than one hundred (100) feet 
measured at the street line. Only lots fronting on a subdivision street in an open space residential 
development may have reduced lot area or frontage as allowed in this section. 


d. Lot width: No lot may be less than one hundred (100) feet in width between side lot lines as 
measured along lines which are at ninety (90) degree angles to the side lot lines. 


e. Open space: A minimum of 30% of the land area within the open space residential development 
shall be common open space as defined in subsection VI.D.5 below. 


f. Yard depth: In consideration of a special permit for an open space residential development under 
Section VI.D of this bylaw, the Planning Board may approve a_ reduction in the minimum side 
yard depth to 20 feet. 


g. Documentation: All lots to be developed under the provisions of this section shall be shown ona 
recorded plan stating that this section applies. A notation shall be placed on the plan indicating 
that no additional building lots are to be created through future land division of such developed 
lots. 


4. Application requirements: 


a. At the time of submission of a preliminary or definitive open space residential subdivision plan 
the applicant shall submit a sketch plan of a conventional subdivision layout (non-open space 
residential development) at a scale of one inch equals 40 feet or one inch equals 100 feet. The 
sketch plan shall at a minimum contain the information required for a preliminary subdivision 
plan. 


b. The plans shall be accompanied by a written statement of the reason or reasons why the Board 
should give favorable attention to an application for an open space residential development. 


5. Open space: 


a. All land not designated for roads, lots for dwellings or other development within the development 
shall be held for common open space. Common open space shall be preserved for recreation or 
conservation use and shall comprise not less than 30% of the land within the open space resi- 
dential development. Such open land shall either be conveyed to the Town of Andover and 
accepted by it for recreation or open space use or be conveyed to a nonprofit organization, the 
principal purpose of which is the conservation of open space, or be conveyed to a corporation or 
trust owned or to be owned by the owners of lots or residential units within the plan, articles of 
corporation or trust to be legally drawn up and available for review by Planning Board prior to 
final approval of the plan. If such a corporation or trust is utilized, ownership thereof shall pass 
with conveyances of the lots or residential units. In any case where such land is not conveyed to 
the town, a restriction enforceable by the Town of Andover shall be recorded providing that such 
land shall be kept in an open or natural state and not be built upon or developed for accessory 
uses such as parking or roadway. All such open space shall be restricted by deed from all future 
building. 


b. The Board may require the provision or reservation of pedestrian/bicycle access ways of suitable 
width and in locations suitable for pedestrian/bicycle movement of different types connecting 
open space areas within the open space residential development or to other adjacent open 
spaces and neighborhoods. 


c. Before final approval of the special permit by the Planning Board, the developer shall state which 
of the three conveyance options in subsection a above is being proposed, and such disposition, if 
approved by the Board, shall be recorded as a restriction on the development plan. 


d. Prior to issuance of a Clearance Certificate for the development of any lot shown on an open 
space residential development plan the required open space area shall be conveyed to the 
approved recipient, however, prior to such conveyance all taxes for the open space area shall 
have been paid through the full tax-year of such conveyance, and all property bounds for the 
open space area shall have been installed. 


e. Areas deemed by the Board to be inappropriate for the uses of recreation, protection of signifi- 
cant natural features or buffering due to size, shape or location, may not be included in the mini- 
mum required open space area. 


6. Decision: The Planning Board may approve a special permit for an open space residential develop- 
ment in accordance with the provisions of Section VIII.C. of the Zoning By-Law, and upon a finding 
that such open space residential development fulfills the objectives set forth in subsection 1 above. 
In its consideration of a special permit for an open space residential development plan the Board 
shall give particular attention to, and may use as a basis for its decision, the following criteria: 


a. The arrangement of lots, streets and buildings as they may promote the harmonious integration 
of the proposed development with existing surrounding properties; 


b. Originality in the overall layout and design to achieve the best possible relationship between the 
proposed development and the land; 


c. Usability of open spaces for active or passive recreation, determined by size, shape, topography, 
location, and proximity to nearby recreation or conservation areas; 


d. Inclusion within open spaces of irreplaceable natural features such as streams, mature trees or 
Clusters of trees, rock outcrops, eskers, bluffs, slopes and historic or archaeological features: 


e. Accessibility of open spaces to the handicapped, elderly and children; 
f. Suitability of open spaces for scenic values and improvement or preservation of views.”

“Open space residential development’. :

Such light poles shall meet the following standards: 


1. The light pole shall be of monopole type of either wood or metal affixed to a base or installed in the 
ground sufficient to safely stand without the use of anchor guys or other supports; 


2. The light pole shall be of sufficient height to properly illuminate the recreational field or court but may 
not exceed a height of seventy (70) feet; 


3. The light pole shall be of such construction that it can safely hold the light fixtures which are to be 
attached to it; 


4. Wherever and whenever possible all electric wires and cables serving the light poles shall be 
installed underground; 


5. Light poles shall be installed as close to the playing area or surface of the field or court as practical; 
and the location of light poles shall be determined by the Special Permit Granting Authority with respect to 
setbacks from property lines and adjacent land uses which may be affected; 
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6. Only the minimum number of light poles and light fixtures needed to properly illuminate the playing 
area or surface of a field or court will be allowed; 


7. All'light fixtures affixed to light poles shall be directed at the playing area or surface of a field or court 
and shall be appropriately shielded if necessary to prevent spillover or glare into or onto adjacent proper- 
ties; 


8. Unless otherwise allowed by a modification of the special permit no additional light fixtures may be 
affixed to any light pole, nor may any light fixture be redirected from its original position; 


9. Light poles subject to these regulations may not be used to illuminate parking areas or any other 
area not laid out or designated as the playing area or surface of a recreational field or court; 


10. The special permit may set forth such times of the day or evening and days of the week that the 
light fixtures on the light poles may be lit or activated according to the particular use and location of the 
recreational field or court, and may require that mechanical timers be installed to regulate such times, and 
that such mechanical timers be secured to prevent unauthorized access; 


11. The application for special permit shall be accompanied by a plan prepared by a professional with 
expertise in the field of lighting which shall depict thereon and at appropriate scale the site or property; the 
location and dimensions of the recreational field(s) Or Court(s); the locations and heights of all proposed 
light poles and the distance of each to the closest property line; the anticipated area of illumination and 


_ Spillover zones; the number and type of light fixtures; the power source and cable routes; a chart showing 


specifications of the light poles and light fixtures, including mounting and installation details.” 
or take any action related thereto.

Section 1: Purpose 


The purpose of this bylaw is to protect the wetlands, related water resources, and adjoining land areas 
in the Town of Andover by controlling activities likely to have a significant or cumulative effect upon the 
important public values of those areas, which include, without limitation, the following: public or private 
water supply, groundwater supply, flood control, erosion and sedimentation control, storm damage preven- 
tion, protection of surrounding land and other homes or buildings, prevention of pollution of groundwater 
and surface water, fisheries, wildlife habitat, recreation, and the historic and natural scenic character of 
wetland resource areas, watercourses, lakes and ponds (collectively, the “values protected by this bylaw’) 


Section 2: Jurisdiction 


Except as permitted by the Conservation Commission or as provided in Section 3 of this bylaw, no per- 
son shall remove, fill, dredge, build upon, degrade, or otherwise alter the following resource areas: any 
bank, freshwater wetland, marsh, wet meadow, bog, swamp, vernal pool, reservoir, lake, pond, creek, river 
or stream, or any land under said waters, or any land within 100 feet of any of the aforesaid resource 
areas, or any land subject to flooding or inundation by groundwater or surface water, or within 200 feet of 
any river (collectively, the “resource areas protected by this bylaw’). 


Section 3: Exceptions 


The application and permit required by this bylaw shall not be required for maintaining, repairing or 
replacing, but not substantially changing or enlarging, an existing and lawfully located structure or facility 
used in the service of the public and used to provide electric, gas, water, sewer, telephone, telegraph and 
other telecommunication services, or the installation of new municipal utilities, provided that written notice 
has been given to the Commission prior to the commencement of the work, and provided that the work 
conforms to performance standards and design specifications in any regulations adopted by the Commis- 
sion. 


The application and permit required by this bylaw shall not be required for work performed for normal 
maintenance or improvement of land in agricultural use, provided that written notice has been given to the 
Commission prior to commencement of work, and provided that the work conforms to performance stan- 


dards and design specifications in regulations adopted by the Commission. 


The application and permit required by this bylaw shall not apply to emergency projects necessary for 
the protection of the health and safety of the public, provided that the work is to be performed by or has 
been ordered to the performed by an agency of the Commonwealth or a political subdivision thereof; pro- 
vided that advance notice, oral or written, has been given to the Commission prior to commencement of 
work or within 24 hours after commencement; provided that the Commission or its agent certifies the work 
as an emergency project; provided that the work is performed only for the time and place certified by the 
Commission for the limited purposes necessary to abate the emergency; and provided that within 21 days 
of commencement of an emergency project a permit application shall be filed with the Commission for 
review as provided by this bylaw. Upon failure to meet these and other requirements of the Commission, 
the Commission may, after notice and a public hearing, revoke or modify an emergency project approval 
and order restoration and mitigation measures. 


The application and permit required by this bylaw shall not be required for work which is performed in 
connection with the ordinary maintenance or improvement of a single- or two-family house lawfully in exis- 
tence or for which a building permit had been issued on or before January 1, 1999, including, but not limit- 
ed to, building additions, septic system replacements and sewer connections, and the conversion of lawn 
to accessory uses such as decks, sheds, patios and pools. 


The application and permit required by this bylaw shall not be required for the maintenance and repair 
of buildings, other structures, driveways, roads, parking areas, drainage structures and basins, lawns or 
athletic fields in existence on January 1, 1999, provided that such work is conducted in conformity with any 
general guidelines or performance standards which the Conservation Commission may, by regulation, 
adopt to protect the interests identified in Section 1 of this Bylaw. 


Other than stated in this section, the exceptions, exemptions and grandfathered activities provided in 
the Wetlands Protection Act, G. L. c. 131 § 40, and Regulations, 310 CMR 10.00, shall not apply under 
this bylaw. 


Section 4: Applications for Permits and Requests for Determination 


Written application shall be filed with the Commission to perform activities affecting resource areas pro- 
tected by this bylaw. The permit application shall include such information and plans as are deemed nec- 
essary by the Commission to describe proposed activities and their effects on the resource areas protect- 
ed by this bylaw. No activities shall commence without receiving and complying with a permit issued pur- 
suant to the bylaw. 


The Commission in an appropriate case may accept as the permit application and plans under this 
bylaw the Notice of Intent and plans filed under the Wetlands Protection Act, G.L. c. 131, 40, and Regula- 
tions, 310 CMR 10.00. 


Any person desiring to know whether or not a proposed activity or an area is subject to this bylaw may 
in writing request a determination from the Commission. Such a request for determination shall include 
information and plans as are deemed necessary by the Commission. The Commission may determine that 
a proposed activity or an area is not subject to this bylaw subject to the observance of conditions by the 
applicant. 


Section 5: Fees 
Section 5.1: Administrative Fee 


The Commission is authorized to include in any regulations adopted under this bylaw a fee schedule 
imposing fees for permits, determinations and certificates of compliance. Such fees must be based on 
a reasonable estimate of the actual costs incurred by the Commission in Carrying out its duties under 
this bylaw, taking into account any fees provided under the Wetlands Protection Act. Failure to pay 
any fee required by regulations duly promulgated by the Commission shall be grounds for denial of the 
application. 


Section 5.2: Consultant Fees 


The Commission is authorized to require the applicant to pay the reasonable costs and expenses 
borne by the Commission for specific expert engineering and consulting services deemed necessary 
by the Commission to review any application. The maximum consultant fee to be charged shall be 
according to the following schedule:

$10,000 


Project Cost

$250,001 to $500,000

$1,000,001 to $1,500,000

The project cost means the estimated, entire cost of the project including, without limitation, building 
construction, site preparation, landscaping, and all site improvements, but excluding land acquisition. 
Projects shall not be segmented to avoid being subject to a consultant fee. The applicant shall submit 
estimated project costs at the Commission's request. Consulting services’ may include, without limita- 
tion, the delineation and survey of wetland resource areas, analysis of resource area values, hydrogeo- 
logical and drainage analyses, evaluation of wildlife habitat, and legal services. The Commission is 
authorized to charge the applicant for said fee based upon its reasonable finding that the additional 
information acquirable only through outside consultants would be necessary for the making of an 
Objective decision, and when the application or request for determination proposes any of the following: 


(a) the alteration of more than 500 square feet or more of any land under a water body or bordering 
vegetated wetlands; 


(6) the alteration of 50 linear feet or more of the bank of any water body or waterway; 
(c) the alteration of five thousand (5000) square feet or more of the buffer zone; or 


(d) the creation or evaluation of any point source discharge, detention or retention basin, water control 
Structure or wetland replication area. 


The Commission may also impose such a fee of up to $1.50 per linear foot when requested to make a 
determination of the boundary line of any resource area pursuant to a request for determination of 
applicability or notice of resource area delineation relative to any wetlands boundary exceeding 250 lin- 
ear feet. 


Said fee may be requested of the applicant within thirty (30) days of the filing of the application, or from 
the last amendment thereto. In its request, the Commission shall identify the consultant it has selected 
and include an estimate of the charges for the proposed services. The applicant may appeal from the 
selection of the consultant to the Town Manager within ten ( 10) days of receiving notice from the Com- 


mission of the same. The Town Manager may set aside the selection of the consultant only if the con- 
Sultant lacks sufficient qualifications to perform the work or has a conflict of interest. 


The Commission shall comply with the applicable competitive bidding requirements set forth in G.L. c. 
30B before engaging a consultant under the provisions of this section. 


If a revolving fund for consultant expenses and fees is authorized by town meeting vote, or by any gen- 
eral or special law, the applicant’s fee shall be Put into such revolving fund and the Commission may 
draw upon that fund for specific consultant services approved by the Commission at one of its public 
meetings. Any unused portion of said fee shall be returned to the applicant. 


Section 5.3 Waiver/Non-Applicability of Fees 


No application or consultant fees shall be due from the Town of Andover or the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts in connection with any project performed by the Town or on its behalf, or from any per- 
son having no financial connection with a property which is the subject of a request for determination. 


Section 6: Notice and Hearings 


Any person filing a permit application or a request for determination with the Commission at the 
same time shall give written notice thereof, by certified mail (return receipt requested) or handdelivered, 
to all abutters at their mailing addresses shown on the most recent applicable tax list of the assessors. 
The notice to abutters shall enclose a copy of the permit application or request, with plans,or shall state 
where copies may be examined and obtained by abutters. An affidavit of the person providing such 
notice, with a copy of the notice mailed or delivered, shall be filed with the Commission. When a person 
requesting a determination is other than the owner, the request, the notice of the hearing, and the 
determination itself shall be sent by the Commission to the owner as well as to the person making the 
request. 


The Commission shall conduct a public hearing on any permit application or request for determina- 
tion, with written notice given at the expense of the applicant, not less than five business days prior to 
the hearing, in a newspaper of general circulation in the Town of Andover. 


The Commission shall commence the public hearing within 21 days from receipt of a completed 
permit application or request for determination unless an extension is authorized in writing by the appli- 
cant. 


The Commission shall issue its permit or determination in writing within 21 days of the close of the 
public hearing thereon unless an extension is authorized in writing by the applicant. 


The Commission in an appropriate case may combine its hearing under this bylaw with the hearing 
conducted under the Wetlands Protection Act, G. L. c. 131, 40, and Regulations, 310 CMR 10.00. 
Notice of a hearing so combined shall not be considered defective solely because it fails to make reter- 
ence to this bylaw. 


The Commission shall have authority to continue the hearing to a date certain announced at the 
hearing, for reasons stated at the hearings, which may include receipt of additional information offered 
by the applicant deemed necessary by the Commission in its discretion, or comments and recommen- 
dations of the boards and officials listed in Section 9. In the event the applicant objects to a continu- 
ance or postponement, the hearing shall be closed and the Commission shall take action on such infor- 
mation as is available. 


Section 7: Burden of Proof 


The applicant shall have the burden of proving by a preponderance of the credible evidence that 
the work proposed in the permit application will not have unacceptable significant or cumulative effect 
upon the values protected by this bylaw. Failure to provide adequate evidence to the Commission sup- 
porting this burden shall be sufficient cause for the Commission to deny such permit or to grant a per- 
mit with conditions. 


Section 8: Permits and Conditions 


If, after said hearing, the Commission determines that the activities which are subject to the permit 
application are likely to have a significant or cumulative effect upon the values protected by this bylaw, 
the Commission, within 21 days of the close of the public hearing or such further time as the Commis- 
sion and the applicant shall agree on, shall issue or deny a permit for the activities proposed. If it issues 
a permit, the Commission shall impose conditions which it deems necessary or desirable to protect 
those values, and all work shall be done in accordance with those conditions. 


The Commission is empowered to deny a permit for failure to meet the requirements of this bylaw; 
for failure to submit necessary information and plans requested by the Commission; for failure to meet 
the design specifications, performance standards, and other requirements in regulations of the Com- 
mission; for failure to avoid or prevent unacceptable significant or cumulative effects upon the values 
protected by this bylaw; and where no conditions are adequate to protect those values. The Commis- 
sion may waive the provisions of this bylaw upon the written request of any applicant for a determina- 
tion or permit, when in its judgment, such action is consistent with the purpose and intent of this bylaw, 
and when strict enforcement of the requirements of this bylaw would result in hardship to the applicant. 


Lands within 200 feet of rivers, and lands within 100 feet of other resource areas, are presumed 
important to the protection of these resources because activities undertaken in close proximity to 
resource areas have a high likelihood of adverse impact upon the wetland or watercourse, either 
immediately, as a consequence of construction, or over time, as a consequence of daily operation or 
existence of those activities. In addition, such areas are often vital to the preservation of species that 
depend on wetlands for food or reproduction. The Commission may therefore require that the applicant 
maintain a continuous strip of continuous, undisturbed vegetative cover within the 200-foot {or 100-foot] 
area, unless the applicant demonstrates that the area or part of it may be disturbed without harm to the 
values protected by this bylaw. 


In reviewing proposed activity in areas within 200 feet of rivers, no permit issued hereunder shall 
permit any activities unless the applicant, in addition to meeting the otherwise applicable requirements 
of this bylaw, has proved by a preponderance of the evidence that (1) there is no practicable alternative 
to the proposed project with less adverse effects, and that (2) such activities, taking into account pro- 
posed mitigation measures, will have no significant impact on the values protected by this bylaw. The 
Commission shall regard as practicable an alternative which is reasonably available and capable of 
being done after taking into consideration the proposed use of the property, the overall project purpose 
(€.g., residential, institutional, commercial, or industrial purpose), logistics, existing technology, and 
costs. 


To prevent wetlands loss, the Commission shall require applicants to avoid wetlands alteration 
wherever feasible, to minimize wetlands alteration, and where alteration is unavoidable, to incorporate 
mitigation measures into the project design. 
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A permit shall expire three years from the date of issuance. Notwithstanding the above, the Com- 
mission in its discretion may issue a permit of unlimited duration for recurring Or continuous mainte- 
nance work, provided that annual notification of time and location of work is given to the Commission. 
Any permit may be renewed for one or more additional periods of up to three years, provided that a 
request for a renewal is received in writing by the Commission at least 30 days prior to expiration. 


For good cause the Commission may revoke or modify a permit or determination issued under this 
bylaw after notice to the holder of the permit or determination, notice to the public, abutters, and town 
boards, pursuant to Section 5 and 6, and a public hearing. 


The Commission in an appropriate case may combine the permit or determination issued under this 
bylaw with the Order of Conditions or Determination of Applicability issued under the Wetlands Protec- 
tion Act, G.L. c. 131 § 40, and Regulations, 310 CMR 10.00. 


No work proposed in any permit application shall be undertaken until the permit issued by the Com- 
mission with respect to such work has been recorded in the Registry of Deeds or, if the land affected is 
registered land, in the registry section of the land court for the district wherein the land lies, and until the 
holder of the permit certifies in writing to the Commission that the permit has been recorded. 


Section 9: Coordination with Other Boards 


Any person filing a permit application or request for determination of applicability shall give notice 
thereof by certified mail or hand delivery to the Planning Board, the Board of Health and Board of 
Selectmen. If a permit is required from the Board of Appeals, the applicant shall also furnish a copy to 
that Board. 


The Commission shall, to the extent practicable, coordinate with any other Board reviewing the pro- 
ject, and having similar authority to recover its consulting fees from the applicant, in an effort to avoid 
duplication of consulting services. 


Section 10: Security 


As part of a permit issued under this bylaw, the Commission may require, in addition to any security 
required by any other town or state board, commission, agency or officer, that the performance and 
observance of the conditions imposed hereunder be secured wholly or in part by one or more of the 
methods described below: 


(a) by a proper bond or deposit of money or negotiable securities, sufficient in the opinion of the 
Conservation Commission to secure performance of the conditions and observance of the safe- 
guards of such permit, to be released upon the issuance of a certificate of compliance for work per- 
formed pursuant to the permit; or : 


(b) by a conservation restriction, easement, or other covenant enforceable in a court of law, execut- 
ed and duly recorded by the owner of record, running with the land to the benefit of the Commis- 
sion whereby the permit conditions shall be performed and observed before any lot may be con- 
veyed other than by mortgage deed. 


Section 11: Regulations 


The Commission shall promulgate after due notice and public hearing Rules and Regulations to 
effectuate the purposes of this bylaw, including rules requiring the maintenance of an undisturbed veg- 
etated buffer of not more than twenty-five (25) feet from the edge of any bank, freshwater wetland, 
marsh, wet meadow, bog, swamp, reservoir, lake, pond, creek, river or stream, or any land under said 
waters, except in the Fish Brook/Haggetts Pond Watershed Protection Overlay District, and/or a vernal 
pool, where such rules may require an undisturbed vegetated buffer of not more than fifty (50) feet from 
those resource areas. Failure by the Commission to promulgate such rules and regulations or a legal 
declaration of their invalidity by a court of law shall not act to invalidate or suspend the effect of this 
bylaw. 


Section 12: Enforcement 


No person shall remove, fill, dredge, build upon, degrade, or otherwise alter resource areas protect- 
ed by this bylaw, or cause, suffer, or allow such activity to continue or allow such fill or other alteration 
to be left in place, without the required authorization pursuant to this bylaw. 


The Commission, its agents, officers, and employees shall have authority, with prior approval from 
the property owner or pursuant to court process, to enter upon privately owned land for the purpose of 
performing their duties under this bylaw and may make or cause to be made such examinations, sur- 
veys, or sampling as the Commission deems necessary. 


The Commission shall have authority to enforce this bylaw, its regulations, and permits issued 
thereunder by violation notices, administrative orders, and civil and criminal court actions. Any person 
who violates provisions of this bylaw may be ordered to restore the property to its original condition and 
take other action deemed necessary to remedy such violations. 


Upon request of the Commission, the Town Manager and Town Counsel, with the approval of the 
Board of Selectmen, may take legal action for enforcement under civil law. Upon request of the Com- 
mission, the chief of police may take legal action for enforcement under criminal law. 


Municipal boards and officers, including any police officer or other officer having police powers, 
shall have authority to assist the Commission in enforcement. 


Any person who violates any provision of this bylaw, or regulations, permits, or administrative 
orders issued thereunder, shall be punished by a fine of not more than $300. Each day or portion 
thereof during which a violation continues, or unauthorized fill or other alteration remains in place, shall 
constitute a separate offense, and each provision of the bylaw, regulations, permit, or administrative 
order violated shall constitute a separate offense. 


As an alternative to criminal prosecution in a specific case, the Commission may issue citations 
under the non-criminal disposition procedure set forth in G. L. c. 40, § 21D. 


Section 14: Relation to Wetlands Protection Act 


This bylaw is adopted under the Home Rule Amendment of the Massachusetts Constitution and the 
Home Rule statutes, independent of the Wetlands Protection Act, G. L. c. 131, § 40, and regulations, 
310 CMR 10.00, thereunder. 


Section 15: Severability 


The invalidity of any section or provision of this bylaw shall not invalidate any other section or provi- 
sion thereof, nor shall in invalidate any Order of Conditions which has previously become final. 
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Section 16: Effective Date 


This bylaw shall take effect as provided in General Laws, Chapter 40, Section 32, and shall apply to 
any activity described herein which occurs after its effective date, except that this bylaw shall not apply 
to any activity described in a Notice of Intent or Request for Determination of Applicability filed with the 
Conservation Commission under the Wetlands Protection Act on or before the date of its adoption by 
Town Meeting vote, provided that such activity is subsequently approved in a final Order of Conditions 
or Determination of Applicability issued under the said Act. 


Section 17: Definitions 


The following definitions shall apply in the interpretation and implementation of this bylaw. 


Abutter - the owner of any land within 100 feet of the property line of the land where the activity is 
proposed, as determined by the most recent assessors’ records, including any land located directly 
across a street, way, river, stream, or pond. - 

Alter - to change the conditions of any area subject to protection by this bylaw and shall include but 
not be limited to one or more of the following actions upon areas described in this bylaw: 


(a) the removal, excavation or dredging of soil, sand, gravel or aggregate material of any kind; 


(b) the changing of pre-existing drainage characteristics, flushing characteristics, salinity distribu- 
tion, sedimentation patterns, flow patterns and flood storage retention areas; 


(c) the drainage, disturbance or lowering of the water level or water table; 

(d) the dumping, discharging or filling with any material which could degrade the water quality; 
(e) the driving Of piling, erection of buildings or structures of any kind; 

(f) the placing of any object or obstruction whether or not it interferes with the flow of water; 
(g) the destruction of plant life, including the cutting of trees; 


(h) the changing of water temperature, biochemical oxygen demand and other natural characteris- 
tics of the receiving water; 


(i) any activities, changes or work which pollutes any body of water or groundwater; 
(j) the application of pesticides or herbicides. 


Cumulative effect - an effect that is significant when considered in combination with other activities 
that have occurred, are going on simultaneously, or that are likely to occur, whether such other activi- 
ties have occurred or are contemplated as a separate phase of the same project, such as the build-out 
of a subdivision or an industrial park, or unrelated but reasonably foreseeable actions, including other 
development projects that are currently under construction, under review or that may be expected to 
come forward. 


- includes any area bordering a water 
body, or, if not bordering a water body, consisting of at least five thousand (5000) square feet, 
wheresurface or ground water, or ice, at or near the surface of the ground support the presence of 
hydric soils and/or a plant community dominated (at least 50 per cent) by wetland species. To avoid 
inconsistencies in delineation of such resource areas under this bylaw and the Wetlands Protection 
Act, the method for determining the edge of any such wetland shall be the same as that approved by 
the Massachusetts Department of Environmental Protection for delineating the edge of bordering vege- 
tated wetlands under the said Act, as such rules or regulations may be amended from time to time. 


Groundwater - all subsurface water contained in natural geologic formations or artificial fill, including 
soil water in the zone of aeration. Activities in or within 100 feet of resource areas shall not significantly 
alter the existing quality or elevation of naturally-occurring ground water. 


Person - any individual, group or individuals, association, partnership, corporation, business organi- 
zation, trust, estate, the Commonwealth of Massachusetts when subject to town bylaws, any public or 
quasi-public corporation or body when subject to town bylaws, or any other legal entity, including the 
Town of Andover or its legal representative, agents or assigns. 


- any source or volume of surface or ground water demonstrated to be in pri- 
vate use or shown to have potential for private use, including ground or surface water in the zone of 
contribution around a private well. Activities in or within 100 feet of a resource area shall not have a sig- 
nificant effect on the quality of a private water supply. 


~ any source or volume of surface or ground water demonstrated to be in public 
use Or approved for water supply pursuant to G.L. c. 111, § 160 by the Department of Environmental 
Protection Division of Water Supply, or demonstrated to have a potential for public use, in addition to all 
surface and ground water in zones of contribution. Activities subject to the Commission's jurisdiction 
under this Bylaw shall not have a significant effect on the quality of a public water supply. 


Wildlife habitat - an area that provides breeding and nesting habitat, shelter, food and water to ani- 
mal species. Includes areas identified as containing rare, threatened or endangered species as listed 
by the Massachusetts Natural Heritage Program. Structures and activities in any resource area shall 
not have a significant adverse effect on wildlife habitat. 


Except as otherwise provided in this bylaw or in regulations of the Commission, the definitions of 
terms in this bylaw shall be as set forth in the Wetlands Protection Act, G. L. c. 131, § 40, and regula- 
tions, 310 CMR 10.00, thereunder. 
or take any other action related thereto. 

On request of the Conservation Commission 
ARTICLE 76. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Town Manager and the Board of Selectmen to 
file special legislation for the establishment of a special account for fees collected for the employment of 
Outside consultants by the Conservation Commission to review applications or take any other action relat- 
ed thereto. 

On request of the Conservation Commission 


ARTICLE 77. To see if the Town will vote to amend the General Bylaws of the Town of Andover by insert- 
ing in the appropriate place the following: 


1. All articles in the warrant shall be numbered sequentially by the Board of Selectmen. At Town Meeting, 


the Town Clerk shall place all article numbers in a container. The Town Moderator shall draw a number 
and that article shall be presented to Town Meeting for action. Another number may not be drawn until 
Town Meeting has acted upon that article. 


2. Certain articles that are related to each other (or one another) - whereby the passage of the article is 
dependent upon the action of another article - shall be taken as one drawing for action. 


3. When the Budget (Omnibus) article is drawn, the order of consideration of said article shall be drawn 
from a second container, which shall contain function headings: Administration, Public Safety, Public 
Works, Education, etc. 


4. During Town Meeting, after an article has been acted upon and prior to another number being drawn, 
any voter may move to consider any remaining article. This motion shall require a four- fifths vote of Town 
Meeting. 


5. Once an article has been drawn, any voter may move to postpone consideration to another time. Such 
motion shall require a two-thirds vote of Town Meeting. 


6. The official records of each Town Meeting shall report the articles in the order as printed in the warrant.

ARTICLE 78. To request the Town’s financial support of $40,000 to fight for removal of the 100-foot cellu- 
lar tower installed on the Andover/Lawrence Town line by Nextel Communications of Mid-Atlantic.

ARTICLE 79. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to accept a grant of land for 
purposes of expanding the existing layout of a portion of Stevens Street along the frontage of 5 Stevens 
Street (Assessors Map 37, Lot 24), at no cost to the Town and upon the terms and conditions which the 
Board of Selectmen deems in the best interest of the Town, which layout expansion involves Strips of land 
on the north side of Stevens Street totaling between approximately 1,000-2,000 square feet, to be depict- 
ed on a plan of land duly recorded with the Registry of Deeds and acceptable in all respects to the Board 
of Selectmen; or take any other action relative thereto.

ARTICLE 80. To see if the Town will vote to raise by taxation and appropriate $400,000 for the purpose of 
constructing or reconstructing sidewalks, including installing granite curbs, planting trees and any other 
costs incidental and related and to authorize the Board of Selectmen to acquire any necessary easements 
by gift, purchase, or eminent domain or take any other action related thereto. 


On request of the Town Manager as recommended by the Public Works Director 


ARTICLE 81. To see if the Town will vote to publish and maintain a five-year plan, to be updated annually 
in conjunction with or as part of the Capital Improvement Plan, that lists the sections of sidewalk to be 
reconstructed during each of the next five years, and that is consistent with the proposed annual budget 
for sidewalk reconstruction. 


On petition of Harry L. Voorhees, Jr. and others 


ARTICLE 82. To see if the Town will vote to raise by taxation, by transfer from available funds, by borrow- 
ing, by appropriation of Chapter 90 highway funds or by any combination of the foregoing and appropriate 
an additional sum of $400,000 for the purpose of reconstructing sidewalks including installing granite curbs 
and planting strips with trees or any other costs incidental or related thereto, and to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to acquire any necessary easements by gift, purchase, or eminent domain or take any other 
action related thereto. 


On petition of Thomas P. Cody and others 


ARTICLE 83. To see if the Town will vote to raise by taxation, by transfer from available funds, by borrow- 
ing, or by any combination of the foregoing and appropriate the sum of $150,000 for the purpose of con- 
structing a new bituminous concrete sidewalk with granite curb on the east side of Salem Street from 
Prospect Road to Route 125; and further to authorize the Board of Selectmen to acquire by gift, by pur- 
chase or by seizure by right of eminent domain such land as may be required for this sidewalk: or take any 
other action related thereto, including easements.

ARTICLE 84. To see if the Town will vote to amend the General By-laws of the Town by adding the follow- 
ing: 


SECTION 14, TITLE 


This By-Law shall be known and may be cited as the Shawsheen Village Historic District By-Law and is 
adopted pursuant to Chapter 40C of the General Laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, as 
amended. 


SECTION 2, PURPOSE 


The purpose of this By-Law is to promote the educational, cultural, economic, and general welfare of the 
public through the preservation and protection of distinctive historical buildings and places in the Shaw- 
sheen Village area of the Town of Andover through the maintenance and improvement of such buildings 
and places and the encouragement of appropriate and convertible design in this area. 


SECTION 3, HISTORIC DISTRICT 
There is hereby established under the provisions of Chapter 40C of the General Laws an historic district to 


be known as the Shawsheen Village Historic District, which District shall be bounded as shown on the 
Map, entitled “Shawsheen Village Historic District, 1999”, attached and made part of this By-Law. 


SECTION 4, DEFINITIONS 
ALTERED - Includes the words “rebuilt”, “reconstructed”, “restored”, “removed” and “demolished”. 


APPLICANT the owner of record of the building or structure at the time of filing of an application for permit 
or an individual designated, in writing, as a representative of the owner of record. 


BUILDING - A combination of materials forming a shelter for persons, animals, or property. 


COMMISSION - The Shawsheen Village Historic District Commission. 


ee 


CONSTRUCTED - Includes the words “built”, “erected”, “installed”, “enlarged”, and “moved”. 
DAYS - For the purposes of this By-Law, “days” shall mean calendar days. 
DISTRICT - Shawsheen Village Historic District 


EXTERIOR ARCHITECTURAL FEATURE - A portion of the exterior of a building or structure as is open to 
view from a public street, public way, public park, or public body of water; including but not limited to the 
architectural style and general arrangement and setting thereof, the kind and texture of exterior building 
materials, and the type and style of windows, doors, lights, signs, and other appurtenant exterior fixtures. 


PERSON AGGRIEVED - The applicant, an owner of adjoining property, an owner of property within the 
historic district, and any charitable corporation in which one of its purposes is the preservation of historic 
structures. 


SITE - Any parcel of real property within the District. 


STRUCTURE - A combination of materials other than a building including but not limited to a sign, fence, 
wall terrace, lighting, walk or driveway. 


TOWN - Town of Andover 


SECTION 5S. SHAWSHEEN VILLAGE HISTORIC DISTRICT COMMISSION 


There is hereby established under Chapter 40C of the General Laws an Historic District Commission con- 
Sisting of five (5) members and one (1) alternate members, all residents of the Town of Andover appointed 
by the Town Manager and approved by the Board of Selectmen, including one member, where possible, 
from two nominees submitted by the Andover Preservation Commission, one member, where possible, 
from two nominees submitted by the Andover Historical Society, one member, where possible, from two 
nominees submitted by the Andover Planning Board, one member, where possible, from two nominees 
submitted by the Shawsheen Village business community, and one member who is both a resident and 
owner of property in the Shawsheen Village Historic District. Where possible, all members shall be both 
residents and owners of property in the District. 


The Town Manager and the Board of Selectmen shall submit written requests for nominations to the orga- 
nizations named herein. If no nomination has been made within thirty days of submitting a request, the 
Town Manager and the Board of Selectmen may proceed without waiting for the requested nomination. 


When the Commission is first established, two (2) members shall be appointed for three-year terms, and 
two (2) members shall be appointed for two-year terms, and one (1) member and one alternate member 
shall be appointed for one-year terms. Successors shall be appointed for a term of three years. Vacancies 
shall be filled within sixty days by the Town Manager by appointment with approval by the Board of Select- 
men for the unexpired term. 


In the case of absence, inability to act, or unwillingness to act because of self-interest by a member, the 
chairperson may designate an alternate member of the Commission to act for a specified time. If any 
member is absent from three consecutive Commission meetings, the chairperson may appoint an alternate 
member as a replacement to serve for the remainder of that member's term, whereupon the Town Manag- 
er shall appoint and the Board of Selectmen approve a new alternate member. Each member and alter- 
nate member shall continue in office until his or her successor is duly appointed. Any members and alter- 
nate members shall serve without compensation. 


The Commission shall elect annually a chairperson, a vice chairperson, and a secretary from its own num- 
ber. Meetings of the Commission shall be held only if attended by a quorum of at least three (3) members, 
including alternate members designated to act as members. If the chairperson is absent from a meeting, 
the vice chairperson shall act as chairperson. Decisions of the Commission at a meeting require a majority 
vote of the members, including designated alternate, who are present at the meeting. 


SECTION 6. POWERS AND DUTIES OF THE COMMISSION 


A. The Commission shall have all of the powers and duties of historic district commissions as provided by 
Chapter 40C of the General Laws, and by subsequent amendments thereto, unless specifically limited by 
this By-Law. The Commission may adopt rules and regulations not inconsistent with the provisions of 
Chapter 40C. Any proposed changes to these rules & regulations, including the detailed review guidelines 
of the Commission, must first be heard via a public hearing in which formal public notice must be given at 
least 14 days in advance of the hearing. However, no changes can be made to this By-Law without a 2/3 
majority vote at Town Meeting and then these changes do not become effective until the conditions out- 
lined in Section 12 of this By-Law are met. 


The Commission may, subject to appropriation, employ clerical and technical assistants or Consultants 
and incur other expenses appropriate to the carrying on of its work and may accept money gifts and 
expend the same for such purposes when reviewed by Town Counsel and approved by the Board of 
Selectmen. The Commission may administer on behalf of the Town any properties or easements, restric- 
tions or other interests in real property which the Town may have or may accept as gifts or otherwise and 
which the Town may designate the Commission as the administrator thereof. 


B. The Commission shall have jurisdiction over the review of new construction, renovation, alterations, 
relocation, and demolition of all exterior architectural features of buildings, structures and sites within the 
Shawsheen Village Historic District, except as limited by this By-Law. 


C. In passing upon matters before it, the Commission shall consider, among other things, the historical and 
architectural value and significance of the site, building or structure, the general design arrangement of the 
features involved and the relation of such features to other features of buildings, structures and sites in the 
Surrounding area. In the case of new construction or additions to existing buildings or structures the Com- 
mission shall consider the appropriateness of the size and shape of the building or structure both in rela- 
tion to the land area upon which the building or structure is situated and to buildings and structures in the 
vicinity. 


SECTION 7. LIMITATIONS AND EXEMPTIONS 


A. The Commission shall not act to prevent or unnecessarily delay new construction, reconstruction, or 
alterations except for the purpose of preventing developments incongruous to historical considerations and 
architectural features of value, viewed in relation to the surrounding area. 
B. The following are exempt from review or control by the Commission: 

1. Interiors of buildings or structures. 


2. Ordinary maintenance and repair, as defined by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts State Building 
Code 780 CMR. 


3. Landscaping with plants, trees, or shrubs. 
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4. Terraces, walks, private sidewalks, driveways, and other similar structures provided that the struc- 
ture is at grade level. However, parking lots or parking areas require Commission review, and must be in 
compliance with the provisions of Section VI, Subsection A of the Town of Andover Zoning By-Law. 


5. Storm doors and windows, screens, window air conditioners, exterior residential light fixtures (ie free 
Standing lamppost, or lighting attached to a structure), and conventional antennae no larger than six feet in 
any dimension. However, dish antennae and solar collectors require Commission review. 


6. The color of paint. 


7. Temporary signs or structures to be in use for not more than ninety days. However, temporary signs 
shall further comply with the requirements of Article Vill, Section VI, Subsection B, Paragraph 2f of the 
Town of Andover Zoning By-Law, as amended from time to time. Temporary structures shall further com- 
ply with the Commonwealth of Massachusetts State Building Code 780 CMR. 


8. Signs used for residential occupation or professional purposes, of not more than two square feet in 
area, provided that a) no more than one Sign is displayed on or near any one building, or structure or site, 
b) the sign consists of lettering painted on wood without a symbol or trademark, and c) all signs must com- 
ply with all applicable requirements of Section VI, Subsection B of the Town of Andover Zoning By-Law. In 
addition, signs for commercial and institutional purposes require Commission Review. 


9. Reconstruction substantially similar in exterior design of a building, structure, or exterior architectural 
feature damaged or destroyed by fire, storm or other calamity, provided such reconstruction is begun with- 
in one year thereafter and is carried forward with due diligence. Reconstruction must also meet all applica- 
ble requirements of the Town of Andover Zoning By-Law. 


SECTION 8, PROCEDURES 


A. Except as this By-Law provides in Section 7, no building, structure or site in the Historic District shall be 
constructed or altered in any way that affects exterior architectural features unless the Commission shall 
first have issued a Certificate of Appropriateness (see Section 8F), a Certificate of Non-Applicability (see 
Section 8G), or a Certificate of Hardship (see Section 8H) with respect to such construction or alteration. In 
addition, the demolition of any building or structure must comply with the requirements of Article XII, Sec- 
tion 33 of the General By-Laws of the Town of Andover. In the event of any conflict with the provisions of 
Article XII, Section 33 of the General By-Laws, this By-Law shall prevail. 


B. Applications for certificates shall be made with the Inspector of Buildings. Copies of applications shall 
be forwarded to the Historic District Commission. Applications shall be in a form specified by the Commis- 
sion that adequately describes the proposed work. This may include plans and elevations, drawn to scale, 
detailed enough to show the architectural design of the structure and its relation to the existing building. 
Plot and site plans should be filed when an application is made for alterations or improvements involving 
applicable landscape features such as walls and fences. In the case of demolition or removal the Inspector 
of Buildings shall forward one copy of the demolition permit application to the Commission. 


C. Within fourteen days of the filing of an application for any certificate, the Commission shall be required 
to determine whether the application involves any exterior architectural features that are within the jurisdic- 
tion of this By-Law and therefore requires review by the Commission. In making this determination the 
Commission may designate at its discretion two (2) members of the Commission who will determine on 
behalf of the Commission whether or not the application should come before the entire Commission for fur- 
ther review. 


D. If the application requires the Commission review or at the request of the applicant, the Commission 
shall hold a public hearing (a hearing may be waived according to the provisions of Chapter 40C of the 
General Laws as amended). The Commission shall fix a reasonable time for the hearing on any applica- 
tion. The Inspector of Buildings shall give public notice of the time, place and purposes thereof at least 
fourteen days before said hearing in such manner as may be determined. A copy of said notice shall be 
mailed, postage prepaid, to the applicant, to the owners of all adjoining property and other property 
deemed by the Commission to be materially affected thereby as they appear on the most recent real 
estate tax list of the Board of Assessors, to the Town Planning Board, to such other persons as the Com- 
mission shall deem entitled to notice, and those property owners within the district that have filed a written 
request for notice of public hearings ( the list is to be renewed annually each December ). 


E. The Commission shall decide upon the determination of any application within sixty days (60) of its filing 
or within such further time as the applicant may choose to allow in writing. 


ma. ifi shail be issued to the applicant if the Commission determines that the 
proposed construction or alteration will be appropriate for or compatible with the preservation or protection 
of the Historic District. In the case of a disapproval of an application for a Certificate of Appropriateness, 
the Commission shall place upon its records the reasons for such a determination and shall forthwith 
Cause a notice of its determinations, accompanied by a copy of the reasons therefore as set forth in the 
records of the Commission, to be issued to the applicant, and the Commission may make recommenda- 
tions to the applicant with respect to the appropriateness of the design. 


Prior to the issuance of any disapproval the Commission may notify the applicant of its proposed action, 
accompanied by recommendations of changes in the applicants proposal which, if made, would make the 
application acceptable to the Commission. If within fourteen days of the receipt of such notice, the appli- 
cant files a written modification of the application in conformity with the recommended changes of the 
Commission, the Commission shall issue a Certificate of Appropriateness to the applicant. 


G.A ifi - ility is for matters specifically excluded from review of the Commission and 
will only be issued upon request from an applicant. 


H.A Certificate of Hardship shall be issued by the Commission in the following circumstances: 


a. if the application is deemed inappropriate or if the application is specifically made for a Certificate 
of Hardship, then a Certificate of Hardship may be issued if conditions especially effecting the building or 
Structure involved, but not affecting the Historic District generally, would result in a substantial hardship, 
financial or otherwise, to the applicant AND if approval would not result in a substantial detriment to the 
public welfare. 


b. the Commission does not make a determination of an application within the time specified in Sec- 
tion 8E of this By-Law 


In considering whether or not to issue a Certificate of Hardship the Commission will accept from the appli- 
cant expert testimony, or submissions concerning any or all of the following information but not limited to: 


1. A professional estimate of the cost of the proposed construction, alteration, demolition, or removal 
and an estimate of any additional costs that would be incurred to comply with the standards of the Com- 
mission for changes necessary for the issuance of a Historic Certificate; 


2. A report from a licensed engineer or architect;

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3. In the case of demolition, an estimate from an architect, developer, real estate consultant, appraiser, 
or other real estate professional experienced in rehabilitation as to the economic feasibility of rehabilitation 
or reuse of the existing structure; 


4. Estimated market value of the property in its current condition, after completion of the proposed con- 


Struction, alteration, demolition, or removal: and after changes required by the Commission, 
5. Appraisals, tax assessments or any listing of the property within the last 2 years, 


|. Each certificate shall be dated and signed, and the Commission shall keep a permanent record of its 
determinations and of the vote of each member participating therein, and shall file a copy or notice of cer- 
tificates and determinations of disapproval with the Town Clerk and the Inspector of Buildings. 


|. Any person aggrieved by a determination of the Commission may, within twenty (20) days after filing of 
the notice of determination with the Town Clerk, file a written request with the Commission for a review by 
a person or persons of competence and experience in such matters, designated by the Merrimack Valley 
Planning Commission. 


' The finding of the person or persons making such review shall be filed in triplicate with the Town Clerk, 
the Inspector of Buildings, and the Historic District Commission within forty -five days after the request, and 
shall be binding on the applicant and the Commission, unless a further appeal is sought as provided in 
Section 8(K). 


K. Any person aggrieved by a determination of the Commission, or by a finding by the person or persons 
making a review, may twenty days after filing of the notice of such determination or such finding with the 
Town Clerk, appeal to the Superior Court sitting in equity for Essex County. The Court shall hear all perti- 
nent evidence and shall annul the determination of the Commission if it finds the decision of the Commis- 
sion to be unsupported by the evidence or to exceed the authority of the Commission, or may remand the 
case for further action by the Commission or make such other decree as justice and equity may require. 
The remedy provided by this Section shall be exclusive but the parties shall have all rights of appeal and 
exception as in other equity cases. 


Costs shall not be allowed against the Commission unless it shall appear to the Court that the Commis- 
sion acted with gross negligence, in bad faith or with malice in the matter from which the appeal was 
taken. Costs shall not be allowed against the party appealing frdm such a determination of the Commis- 
sion unless it shall appear to the Court that such party acted in bad faith or with malice in making the 
appeal to the Court. 


L. The Superior Court sitting in equity for Essex County shall have jurisdiction to enforce the provisions of 
this By-Law and the determinations, rulings and regulations pursuant thereto and may, upon the petition of 
the Commission or the Board of Selectmen, restrain by injunction violations thereof, and, without limita- 
tions, such Court may order the removal of any building, structure or exterior architectural feature con- 
structed altered or demolished in violation thereof and may issue such other orders for relief as may be 
equitable. 


M. The Inspector of Buildings is designated as the enforcement agent of the Commission and is responsi- 
ble for investigating and reporting to the Commission any possible violations of any provision of this By- 
Law including those possible offenses identified by any party and reported to the Inspector of Buildings. 
Judgement about whether or not a possible offense(s) is a violation of any provisions of this By-law, as 
well as whether any possible fine should be assessed, ultimately rests with the Commission. The Commis- 
sion shall establish procedures within their rules & regulations that outline the steps to be followed by the 
Inspector of Buildings and the Commission in investigating and enforcing possible violations of these 
bylaws. 


Whoever violates any of the provisions of this By-Law shall be punished by a fine of not more than one 
hundred dollars ($100.00) for each offense. Each day during any portion of which a violation continues to 
exist shall constitute a separate offense. Fines, however, will only be assessed after the Commission 
makes the determination that a violation actually exists. 


SECTION 9, OTHER 


The Town of Andover shall be subject to the provisions of this By-Law notwithstanding any Town By-Law 
to the contrary. 


SECTION 10, OTHER 


This By-Law may be amended from time to time by a two-thirds vote of the Town Meeting, subject to the 
procedures as set forth in Chapter 40C, Section 3 of the General Laws. The Board of Selectmen may set 
reasonable fees for the administration of this By-Law based on the recommendations of the Historic Dis- 
trict Commission. 


SECTION 11, OTHER 


In case any section, paragraph or part of this By-Law be for any reason declared invalid or unconstitutional 
by any court of last resort, every other section, paragraph, or part shall continue in full force and effect. 
Except to the extent specifically provided in this By-Law, the definition of terms and the powers and rules 
of conduct of the Commission shall be as set forth in Chapter 40C of the General Laws. 


SECTION 12. EFFECTIVE DATE 

Following Town Meeting approval this By-Law, and any change to it subsequently approved, takes effect 
immediately when the following conditions have been met: a) approval by the Attorney General of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts; b) filing of a map of the boundaries of the Historic District with the 
Andover Town Clerk, the Andover Inspector of Buildings, and the Registry of Deeds for Essex County.
